On 11.08.2007 at 9QQ hours an explosion took place in one 
of the ammunition shed of 2l Field Ammunition Depot., 
Khundni, Distt Anantnag, Jammu and Kashmir. Fixe Master 
Gurmukh Singh, with twenty-cce other fire crew rushed to tb$ 
spot in Fire Fighting Truck. Meanwhile initial blast set on a 
cham traction causing successive blast from various adjoining 
sheds with heat, fire and smoke all-around Flying splinters of 
exploded ammunitions aggravated the situation further. Bui 
that did not deter the fire crews to stop work and retreat, but 
they preferred to go ahead with fire fighting, rescue and salvage 
work with such limited resources in such hostile conditions 
totally ignoring personal safety. In doing so, they saved lives 
and valuable ammunitions worth several crores of rupees. 
Fourteen fire crews died in harness and another eight were 
grievously injured resulting in their permanent disability,
